Last week they began to bury “fhe dead at Tule lake. 

They buried lost hopss and they ‘buried dreams. They 
buvyied faith, too, that had gone too long unfed, 

‘The tragedy of Tuje Lake liés not with the truly 
disloyal, nor with those who found ‘the American way of 
life incompatiblé with their way. The safety -of hine. 
relocation centers is imibasiirably strengthened by 
the fact that thesé persons sre now segrogatod. 

But there is a great tragedy in Tule’Lake--and it 
lies in those who onco loved democracy and all it_ re- 
presents and then'lost that faith, They are tho ones 
who could not reconciles the words of democracy ° With 
barbed wire, with detention, with forced ovacusatione 
They found that the stigna of disloyalty, which no one 
can deny was attached to evacuation, was like an ill- 
fitting hat which oventually comes to fit tho woaror. 
Their faith in democrucy wont long unfed, and it wast- 
od away., Thoy aro the porsons vhom democracy falilod, 

It is, thorefore, with added respect that wo must 
view the 90,000 others whom democracy.also failed, but 
who did not themselves fail democracy. “They”" carried’ 
in thair hearts e vision so tme it’ enddléed.tHem, to 
we beyond the barbod wiro and tho ;,watchtowers.! “They - 

ted with high courage and. kept, tho. faith. They en- 
Aiea the whiplash of bigotry and tho. ating. of public 
opmity.
